From a distance ofa | 
hundred yards he told them how | 
atraight he could shoot, and nearer and 
nearer the bullets came to the bullding. 
Death from the hands of a madman | 
atared the imprisoned men in the face! 
and after consultation it was decided | 
to disable him tf possible.

Premises, 

The first question that engaged the 
attention of the convention yesterday 
was an address by E. H. Crandell, 
chairman of the public school board 
of Cagary. He pointed out that the | 
liberality of the Government was 
shown by the grants given for (a) 
keeping school open, (b) qualifications 
of teachers,-(c) attendance and (d) 
equipment as set forth in the inspect: | 
or’s report, The object was to in- 
crease the efficiency of our public 
sohools.

Amendments to Our Liquor Law Needed 


It is sincerly to be hoped that 
the reasonable petition of the :Tern- 
perance and Moral Reform Association 
of Edmonton and Strathcona regarding 
amendments to the liquor law of thls 
province ,will receive prompt and gen- 
eroug consideration at the hands of the 
government. The association repre- 
sents largely the moral worth and 
highest interest so fthe community. On 
the other hand the true function of 
government ist o legislate in the tn- 
terests o fthe people, an dto enact and 
enfarce suchl aws as shall be mcst con- 
ductive to the happiness and prosperity 
of the state. If evils exist oppose! 
to the progress and welfare of the peo- 
ple. It is therefore th emantfest duty 
o four legislature to deal with the mat- 
ter in order that these evila be either 
moved or minimized as much as pos- 
sible. 

The liquor traffic has no legitimate 
claim upon the people or upon the gov- 
ernment. It has in fact, nor eal apol- 
ogy to offer for its existence. It isthe 
fruitful source of crime and immoral- 
ity, of suffering, poverty disease and 
death. It is a trade of death that 
flourishes upon the rutin of its own cus- 
tomers, that derives its revenues from 
plundered lives and homes, and thal 
ministers to every vile passion and 
propensity of which fallen human na- 
ture is capable. 

Even from a commercial point 
view, the trade in strong drink does 
not deserve to live It creates no 
wealth, but mastera the wealth product 
of others. The whole business exists 

in violation of the fundamental! prin- 
ciples of honest trade. It gives no 
equivalent for the money it receives. 
The man who carries hom a dollar's 
worth of whiskey tn his stomach, adds 
nothing by so doing to the comfort and 
happiness of the home or of the com- 
munity. The money was simply di- 
verted from legitimate channels cf trade 
and absolutely wasted. Neither the 
man nor the community received any 
advantage. In fact both received man- 
{fest injury. The only ones who pro- 
fited financially by the transaction 
were the liquor seller and those associ- 
ate! with him in the trade, 

Truly is such a useless and destruc- 
tive traffic allowed to exist? Principal- 
ly because it pays a large license fee 
or revenue into the government Com- 
mercialiam is ite great tap-root. But 
does it really pay to destroy the rising 
manhood of a nation? Does it pay to 
legalize a business that turns sober 
respectable citizens into paupers and 
drunkards? Does it pay for a money 
Consideration to ganction a trade that 
populates jails, poorhouses and cem- 
eteries? No, it does not pay. It never 
has paid. It never will pay. 

The enlightenment, as wel! as the 
moral sense of the age is opposed to 
this trade of death. The sentence of 
doom has been declared against it. It 
iab ound to be destroyed because it is 
put of keeping with the moral order 
and progress of God's universe, and 
the righta and interests of men 

It at this moment wa cannot com- 
pletely uproot this curse, now, alas so 
atrongly entrenched throughout our fair 
provines, may we not at least confl- 
dently expect that the amendment now 
asked for, shall meet with{ th@ hearty 
approval and support o four legislators
